Hotel Locks Doors

The Sam Lawrence Hotel, a long-time 


fixture at 1042 P St., closed its doors Mon- 
day. 


Owner Sam Zolot of the Zolot Realty 


Co. said the action was forced by two un- 
related moves by city government. 


Most immediate, he said, were orders 


from the Fire Prevention Bureau to do 
extensive remodeling to bring the hotel 
into compliance with modern fire codes. 


In addition to that, he said, the city's 


move toward abandoning steam heat in 
l'/z years meant the hotel would have to 
install its own heating plant. 


$50,000 To $60,000 


Altogether, he said, the cost of the 


remodeling would have run around $50,- 
000 to $60,000. 


"You can't fault the tity. It's just im- 


possible to do all the city wants for a 
price you can charge," Zolot said. 


"It's heck if you do and heck if you 


don't," Zolot said. 


Zolot said he plans to close the upper 


floors of the hotel and to rent the first 
floor to "some kind of business." 


Zolot said the hotel had about 40 


guests, some of them semi-permanent 
residents, last week. The residents were 
told that the hotel would close late last 
week and the last two or three left Mon- 
day. 


"A lot of rooming houses are going to 


be affected" by enforcement of modern 
fire codes, Zolot said. "We won't be the 
last" to close, he predicted. 


The Zolot Realty Co. acquired the Sam 


Lawrence about five or six years ago. The 
Sam Lawrence has been in operation 
since 1934. 


Once Actors' Hotel 


Earlier it had been known as the Savoy 


Hotel. During the early 1900's the Savoy 
was known as the "actors' hotel" during a 
time when Lincoln hosted two-day shows 
and four-day shows of the Orpheum Cir- 
cuit. 


The first hotel operation at the site was 


the Merchants Hotel, founded in 1891. 
Later it was known as the Ledwith 
House. In 1908 it became the Savoy. 


In recent years the Sam Lawrence had 


fallen on hard financial times. Zolot 
attempted to switch to a rooming house 
operation before his decision to close. 


Washington — An informal conference 


organized by a congressman in the hope 6f 
speeding the airlift of South Vietnamese children 
was jarred soon after it began by charges of elitism 
and racism. 


A Vietnamese woman who said she had been 


involved in refugee aid accused many of the 250 
people at the meeting of being on a "guilt trip" for 
supporting the airlift, and argued that the babies 
should be given American-financed foster care in 
Vietnam instead. 


Several blacks in the overwhelmingly white 


audience at the Cannon House Office Building 
openly challenged the notion that half-black, half- 
Vietnamese children would be better off in the 
United States rather than in Indochina. 


"Do you think they'll be allowed in the South 


Boston schools?" one black yelled. 


Many persons in the predominantely young 


and female audience were visibly upset that their 
motivations and intentions were being questioned 
byjthe small, but vocal minority. Emotions were 
occasionally marked by tears, especially when the 
plight of the children was discussed. 


The meeting ended in disarray as officials of 


the State Department, who had accepted in- 
vitations to appear, decided not to attend only 90 
minutes before the session started. 


Rep. Paul E. Tsongas, D-Mass., had called the 


informal meeting in an effort to muster backing for 
a Congressional appeal to President Ford to ex- 
pand the airlift so that more orphans could be 
brought to this country. 


Tsongas said if the appeal failed he would seek 


emergency legislation to allow more Vietnamese 
children entrance. He said current plans call for the 
evacuation of only 2,000 of 18,000 orphans living in 
areas controlled by the South Vietnamese govern- 
ment. 


(The South Vietnamese deputy premier for 


social welfare, Phan Quang Dan, told The 
Associated Press in Saigon, "From now on, the 
orphans will leave in smaller groups." The large- 
scale Operation Baby Lift ended officially Mon- 
day) 


Motorcycle Helmet Law Crashes

Ignoring federal threats to 


withhold highway funds from 
Nebraska, the Lejgislature Mon- 
day killed a bill to require 
motorcycle riders to wear 
helmets. 


The measure, LB328, crashed 


on a 23-20 vote after one of the 
liveliest floor debates of the 1975 
session. 


Sen. Maurice Kremer of 


Aurora, chairman of the Public 
Works Committee, warned his 
colleagues that failure to enact 
the proposal could cost 
Nebraska between $5 million 
and $7 million a year in federal 
highway funds. 
• Under terms of a federal 
highway safety mandate, 10% of 
the state's federal highway ap- 
portionment may be withheld if 
the state fails to enact required 
safety measures. 


Sen. Ernest Chambers of 


Omaha offered the successful 
kill motion.

Police Said 
Investigating 
USDA Vice 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


normally staid old Agriculture 
Department is being checked out 
by police for possible vice activi- 
ty, including gambling and drug 
traffic, officials said Monday. 


Assistant Secretary for Ad- 


ministration Joseph R. Wright 
Jr. said department in- 
vestigators have looked into the 
reports and turned preliminary 
findings over to District of 
Columbia police. 


But a police department 


spokesman declined to confirm 
or deny that such an investiga- 
tion was being continued. 


Wright, in response to a 


reporter's inquiry, said the 
department's 
internal 


"investigation has been done" 
on the alleged gambling and / 
drug activity. - 


Other sources, asking not to be 


identified, said the reported 
gambling and drug trafficking 
may have included both USDA 
employes and others outside the 
department. There also have 
been reports recently of a 
prostitution ring within the 
department, but Wright refused 


ture 
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the Legislature to reconsider its 
action. That will renew the 
debate at a later time. 


Although motorcycles are un- 


safe vehicles, and riders without 
headgear are unprotected, 
Chambers suggested, "a person 
has a constitutional right to be a 
fool." 


To be safe, Chambers said, the 


rider would need "a suit of ar- 
mor." 


Both Sens. Ralph Kelly of 


Grand Island and Wally Barnett 
of Lincoln said the federal 
government is attempting to 
"blackmail" the state into com- 
pliance. (Chambers called the 
coercion "whitemail.") 


Prior to the bill's demise, 


Mills won 25-9 consent to soften 
its impact by providing that 
failure to comply with the- 
helmet requirement would 
result in a traffic citation, rather 
than a misdemeanor charge, and 
that such infractions would not 


result in the loss of driver safety 
"points." 


Imaginative Amendments 
Then the Legislature en- 


countered some of the more im- 
aginative amendments of this 
session. 


Chambers wanted to rewrite 


the measure to prohibit the use 
of motorcycles on streets or 
highways, with a penalty 
providing for forfeiture of the 
cycle. That was rejected on a 12- 
25 vote. 


Arguing that helmets interfere 


with a cyclist's vision and 
hearing, Kelly proposed that the 
bill make it illegal to wear 
headgear. 


That failed on an 11-25 count, 


but not before Sen. John 
Cavanaugh HI of Omaha had 
suggested a requirement that the 
cyclist put on a helmet "at the 
point of impact" with another 
object. 


Helmet Wouldn't Help 


The exchange between Kelly 


and Cavanaugh moved another 
legislative Irishman, Sen. John 
Murphy of South Sioux City, to 
observe that "those are two 
heads a helmet can't help." 


Sen. Frank Lewis of Bellevue 


proposed that motorcycle riders 
be required not only to wear a 
helmet, but also "a protective 
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cup." His motion fell on an 11-25 
thud — without further debate. 


Sen. Gerald Koch of Ralston 


argued that the bill is a serious 
proposal, badly needed to 
protect motorcycle riders, 
despite the Legislature's "exer- 


* cise in folly." 


Helmets are required to play 


football and for the batter in Lit- 
tle League baseball games, he 
noted. They do save lives and 
reduce injuries, he argued.

Con Drug Center 
Opposed In Crete

Some Crete area residents are 


reacting to the prospect of 
having a drug abuse center for 
convicts as a neighbor with fear 
and skepticism. 


Monday about 45 people, in- 


cluding Crete Mayor Norm 
Behrens, told state officials they 
don't want the state to open up a 
drug rehabilitation center for 
roughly 80 inmates at a deserted 
missile base six miles from 
Crete. 


Harold Proctor told State 


Corrections Director Joseph 
Vitek, "It's the fear that con- 
cerns these people, not how 
good your guards are. 


"These people will live in fear 


every day." 


'Quiet Community' 


A woman asked, "Is this a 


good thing to. put into such a 
quiet community?" 


Vitek promised them the state 


would try to be a good neighbor. 
He said 13 guards would be 
stationed at the center and that 
only nonviolent prisoners would 
be sent there. 


"I am very security conscious. 


I am a father of six and I have 
the same concerns about their 
safety that you do," Vitek said. 


The meeting was arranged by 


Sen. Jerome Warner of Waverly, 
who was asked by Crete 
residents why there never was a 
public hearing on a bill which 
appropriated money for acquisi- 
tion and renovation of the mis- 
sile center. 


Put In Another Bill 


The Appropriations Com- 


mittee removed the provision 
for the center from that bill 
(LB553), which had not been air- 
ed, and plugged it intoLB529, an 
appropriations bill which has 
since been enacted. 


Warner and Norm Otto, an 


aide to Gov. J. James Exon, said 
they were not aware of the 


people's concern about the 
center at the time. 


Warner said he does not 


know why the Appropriations 
Committee plugged the drug 
center in to LB529 without a 
hearing. 


Decision Reversible 


The Legislature can still wipe 


out its earlier action, he noted. 


Behrens told them, "I'm con- 


cerned about the way this was 
handled. The fact that there 
never was a public hearing dis- 
turbs us more than anyting." 


Several people asked why the 


missile base was chosen and if 
the center couldn't be built on 
the State Penal Complex's 
grounds. 


The base, which until this past 


summer housed a Pentecostal 
drug treament center, was 
offered to the state for the 
"extremely attractive" price of 
$75,000, Vitek said. To duplicate 
it in Lincoln would cost $500,000 
he said. 


'Very Close' To Complex 


Vitek noted it is still "very 


close" to the Penal Complex, so 
close he said that guards could 
be mobilized and sent there to 
queel trouble faster than the 
Stats Patrol or sheriff could. 


People brought up incidents 


where work release inmates 
have walked away and noted one 
incident in Fremont last 
summer where a man on work 
release shot his wife. 


"I'd be a fool to tell you that 


no one will ever escape," Vitek 
said. A person in the audience 
remarked the only way to 
protect Crete residents is to put 
it somehwere else. That drew 
applause 


Vitek said the state is attemp- 


ting to get less serious offenders 
out of maximum security and 
into an environment where they 
can be helped. "Most of these 
are people like you and I," Vitek 
said. 


S. Viet Pilot 
Hits Palace 


SAIGON, South Vietnam (AP) - A camouflaged 


jet warplane of the South Vietnamese air force 
bombed the downtown palace of President Ngayen 
Van Thieu Tuesday, shattering windows in the 
modern four-story building. 


Witnesses said the U.S.-made F5 swooped in at a 


2,000-foot level over the palace and dropped at least 
two and possibly four 500-pound bombs. 


Thieu and his family were not injured but palace 


sources said two persons were killed and three 
were wounded. It was not known if the victims 
were in the palace or surrounding gardens. 


Three hours after the bombing, Thieu made a 


raetto address to the nation saying the attack was 
not a coup and he still had the support of the armed 
forces. 


Thieu is under intense political pressure to resign 


because of the collapsing battlefield situation. 


Western sources said two F5 jets took off from 


Bien Hoa Air Base 15 miles northeast of Saigon for 
an air strike on Viet Cong positions but one peeled 
off, headed south and attacked the palace The 
pilot was identified by air forco sources as a Lt. 
Nguyen Thanh Trung but they could give no reason 
for his act 


Former Premier Nguyen Cao Ky, a leader of the 


political forces demanding that Thieu step down 
and a former commander of the South Vietnamese 
air force, denied any involvement in the bombing 
of the palace. 


"Later we found out it was just an isolated inci- 


dent by an F5E pilot, a junior officer." 


Ky repeated what he said at a news conference 


two weeks ago, that though he wants changes in the 
government he is opposed to a coup "because the 
only people who benefit are the Communists "' 


The palace had been bombed before by two 


government planes in 1961 in an aborted coup 
against civilian President Ngo Dmh Diem. One of 
the planes was shot down and the other fled to 
then-neutral Cambodia. 


Diem was not hurt in the attack but was ousted 


in a military revolt two years later and slain by his 
captors. 


North Vietnamese-Viet Cong forces have made 


no major move against Saigon, but they increased 
their attacks Monday on district capitals in the 
Mekong Delta, the southern quarter of the country 
still under Saigon's control. 


South Vietnamese military spokesmen said 10 


delta capitals were shelled. They also reported a 
fuel center six miles from Saigon was hit with 60 
rocket and mortar rounds. 


Saigon commanders were planning defenses 


against an anticipated onslaught by North 
Vietnamese-Viet Cong forces that have gobbled up 
the northern three-quarters of South Vietnam in 
three weeks against light resistance. 


In neighboring Cambodia, pressure increased on 


the besieged capital of Phnom Penh. Rebel 
gunners hit an ammunition and fuel depot at the 
Phnom Penh airport and a column of black smoke 
blotted out the sun over the city Khmer Rouge in- 
surgents launched assaults on Phnom Penh's 
wobbly defenses four miles north of the airport, 
but field reports said the defenders held their 
positions. 


In Washington, congressional leaders said there 


was no chance of a quick vote on supplemental 
military aid to South Vietnam and Cambodia as 
requested by President Ford. 


Senate Majority Leader Mike Mansfield, 


DK-Mont., said action had been deferred until 
Friday on legislation to provide aid to Cambodia. 
He added that the Democratic Policy Committee 
was opposed to any further military'aid to Cam- 
bodia but supported allocation of humanitarian 
assistance to Cambodia and South Vietnam through 
international or volunteer agencies. 


In London, former California Gov. Ronald 


Reagan said congressional failure to approve im- 
mediate military aid to South Vietnam is "the most 
irresponsible action of the Congress of the United 
States in the last 100 years of our history." 


An armada of U.S. Navy ships, including part of a 


Marine division, is off the coast of Vietnam in case 
a rapid evacuation of an estimated 6,000 Americans 
in Saigon is ordered. 


Pentagon spokesmen also reported that a bat- 


talion of 1,500 Marines has been moved to Subic 
Bay in the Philippines.

The name of the game was liquor licenses 


Monday, with a reluctant City Council agreeing to 
play the game one more time at a public hearing 
next week. 


The council will review its liquor license policy 


Monday even though a majority said they favor no 
change in the present numbers policy. 


At a morning work session, the council voted 5- 


1 to retain the present ceiling on licenses. Coun- 
cilman John Robinson dissented. 


'Great Public Concern' 


By the time the afternoon rolled around, Coun- 


cilwoman Sue Bailey, who had missed the morning 
session, arrived on the scene and talked the law- 
makers into holding a public debate on the matter, 
which she said is of "great public concern." 


The majority of the council argued they've 


heard no great public clamour for a change in the 
city's policy of a ceiling on licenses at 135. That 
number was agreed to back in 1968. 


Robinson and Mrs. Bailey argue that the 


numbers game not only has created a market for 
licenses, but has increased the value of individual 
licenses since competition is limited by the city. 


$15,000 To $25,060 


As a result, licenses are bought and sold for a 


price which fluctuates somewhere between $15,000 
and $25,000. The dilemma is - it is illegal to sell a 
license?

Businessmen get around the law by selling the 


fixtures of a lounge, its reputation and so-called 
"good will." The price of the license is hidden in 
that transaction. 


While Baker disclaimed that the price tag is an 


issue and Denney said be didn't care if a license 
cost $100,000, Mrs. Bailey charged that the integrity 
of City Hall is at stake. 


'Party To Crime* 


City officials' acquiescence to the situation 


"makes us a party to the crime," she charged. 


Baker countered that more taverns in Lincoln 


would create more law enforcement problems. 
Marginal operators would be forced to operate 
after hours or turn to other illegal activities to keep 
afloat, he speculated. 


Mayor Sam Schwartzkopf agreed more licenses 


would end up costing the taxpayers more money in 
the form of stepped up police costs. 


Acting Police Chief Dale Adams acknowledged 


that while new businesses may not create ad- 
ditional enforcement problems, "the potential is 
there." 


Council members Helen Bcosalis and Steve 


Cook contended any change in the license quota 
system would create the problem of how to 
equitably distribute new licenses.

While most lawmakers said there's no need for 


more licenses in the city, an attorney representing 
a license hopeful disagreed. 


Rollie Bailey, attorney for Management Enter- 


prises, Inc., asked the council to consider raising 
the limit to allow his client to operate a restaurant 
and lounge at 1501 Center Rd. The council sub- 
sequently turned down the license application 
because of the quota system. 


In the meantime, the council members said 


they again will review City Atty. Charles Bumble's 
suggestions on increasing the limit by: 


—tying the numbers to population. 
—increasing the limit by a set number each 


year. 


—limiting licenses to a particular location 


which would have the affect of prohibiting a license 
holder from moving his business across town. 


Traditionally, local beverage dealers have op- 


posed any change in the ceiling on the grounds the 
city needs no new dispensers. 


Robinson, who's making his second try to 


revise the city's liquor policies, also suggested the 
city review its ban against the sale of tJcohol on 
Sundays. Robinson's colleagues told him to forget 
that idea.

Mon day about 45 p eop le, in ­ 
cludin g Crete May or Norm 
Beh ren s, told state officials th ey 
don ’t wan t th e state to op en up a 
drug reh abilitation cen ter for 
rough ly 80 in mates at a deserted 
missile base six miles from 
Crete. 
Harold Proctor told State 
Correction s Director Josep h 
Vitek, “It’s th e fear th at con ­ 
cern s th ese p eop le, n ot h ow 
good y our guards are. 
"Th ese p eop le will liv e in fear 
ev ery day .” 
‘Quiet Commun ity ’ 
A woman asked, "Is th is a 
good th in g to. p ut in to such a 
quiet commun ity ?” 
Vitek p romised th em th e state 
would try to be a good n eigh bor. 
He said 13 guards would be 
station ed at th e cen ter an d th at 
on ly n on v iolen t p rison ers would 
be sen t th ere. 
“I am v ery security con scious. 
I am a fath er of six an d I h av e 
th e same con cern s about th eir 
safety th at y ou do,” Vitek said. 
Th e meetin g was arran ged by 
Sen . Jerome Warn er of Wav erly , 
wh o was asked by C rete 
residen ts wh y th ere n ev er was a 
p ublic h earin g on a bill wh ich 
ap p rop riated mon ey for acquisi­ 
tion an d ren ov ation of th e mis­ 
sile cen ter. 
Put In An oth er Bill 
Th e Ap p rop riation s Com­ 
mittee remov ed th e p rov ision 
for th e cen ter from th at bill 
(LB553), wh ich h ad n ot been air­ 
ed, an d p lugged it in to LB529, an 
ap p rop riation s bill wh ich h as 
sin ce been en acted. 
Warn er an d Norm Otto, an 
aide to Gov . J. James Ex on , said 
th ey were n ot aware of th e 


p eop le’s con cern about th e 
cen ter at th e time. 
Warn er said h e does n ot 
kn ow wh y th e Ap p rop riation s 
Committee p lugged th e drug 
cen ter in to LB529 with out a 
h earin g. 
Decision Rev ersible 
Th e Legislature can still wip e 
out its earlier action , h e n oted. 
Beh ren s told th em, “I’m con ­ 
cern ed about th e way th is was 
h an dled. Th e fact th at th ere 
n ev er was a p ublic h earin g dis­ 
turbs us more th an an y tin g.” 
Sev eral p eop le asked wh y th e 
missile base was ch osen an d if 
th e cen ter couldn 't be built on 
th e State Pen al Comp lex ’s 
groun ds. 
Th e base, wh ich un til th is p ast 
summer h oused a Pen tacostal 
drug tream en t cen ter, was 
offered to th e state for th e 
"ex tremely attractiv e” p rice of 
$7 5,000, Vitek said. To dup licate 
it in Lin coln would cost $500,000 
h e said. 
Very Close’ To Comp lex 
Vitek n oted it is still "v ery 
close” to th e Pen al Comp lex , so 
close h e said th at guards could 
be mobilized an d sen t th ere to 
queel trouble faster th an th e 
State Patrol or sh eriff could. 
Peop le brough t up in ciden ts 
wh ere work release in mates 
h av e walked away an d n oted on e 
in ciden t in F rem on t last 
summer wh ere a man on work 
release sh ot h is wife. 
“I’d be a fool to tell y ou th at 
n o on e will ev er escap e,” Vitek 
said. A p erson in th e audien ce 
remarked th e on ly way to 
p rotect Crete residen ts is to p ut 
it someh were else. Th at drew 
ap p lause. 
Vitek said th e state is attemp ­ 
tin g to get less serious offen ders 
out of max imum security an d 
in to an en v iron men t wh ere th ey 
can be h elp ed. “Most of th ese 
are p eop le like y ou an d I,” Vitek 
said. 


S. Viet Pilot 
Hits Palace 
SAIGON, South Vietn am (AP) — A camouflaged 
jet warp lan e of th e South Vietn amese air force 
bombed th e down town p alace of Presiden t Nguy en 
Van Th ieu Tuesday , sh atterin g win dows in th e 
modern four-story buildin g. 
Witn esses said th e U.S.-made F5 swoop ed in at a 
2,000-foot lev el ov er th e p alace an d drop p ed at least 
two an d p ossibly four 500-p oun d bombs. 
Th ieu an d h is family were n ot in jured but p alace 
sources said two p erson s were killed an d th ree 
were woun ded. It was n ot kn own if th e v ictims 
were in th e p alace or surroun din g garden s. 
Th ree h ours after th e bombin g, Th ieu made a 
radio address to th e n ation say in g th e attack was 
n ot a coup an d h e still h ad th e sup p ort of th e armed 
forces. 


Th ieu is un der in ten se p olitical p ressure to resign 
because of tbe collap sin g battlefield situation . 
Western sources said two F5 jets took off from 
Bien Hoa Air Base 15 miles n orth east of Saigon for 
an air strike on Viet Con g p osition s but on e p eeled 
off, h eaded south an d attacked th e p alace. Th e 
p ilot was iden tified by air force sources as a Lt. 
Nguy en Th an h Trun g but th ey could giv e n o reason 
for h is act. 


Former Premier Nguy en Cao Ky , a leader of th e 
p olitical forces deman din g th at Th ieu step down 
an d a former comman der of th e South Vietn amese 
air force, den ied an y in v olv emen t in th e bombin g 
of th e p alace. 


"Later we foun d out it was just an isolated in ci­ 
den t by an F5E p ilot, a jun ior officer.” 
Ky rep eated wh at h e said at a n ews con feren ce 
two weeks ago, th at th ough h e wan ts ch an ges in th e 
gov ern men t h e is op p osed to a coup “because th e 
on ly p eop le wh o ben efit are th e Commun ists.” 


Th e p alace h ad been bombed before by two 
gov ern men t p lan es in 1961 in an aborted coup 
again st civ ilian Presiden t Ngo Din h Diem On e of 
th e p lan es was sh ot down an d th e oth er fled to 
th en -n eutral Cambodia. 
Diem was n ot h urt in th e attack but was ousted 
in a military rev olt two y ears later an d slain by h is 
cap tors. 
North Vietn amese-Viet Con g forces h av e made 
n o major mov e again st Saigon , but th ey in creased 
th eir attacks Mon day on district cap itals in th e 
Mekon g Delta, th e south ern quarter of th e coun try 
still un der Saigon ’s con trol. 
South Vietn amese military sp okesmen said 10 
delta cap itals were sh elled. Th ey also rep orted a 
fuel cen ter six miles from Saigon was h it with 60 
rocket an d mortar roun ds. 
Saigon comman ders were p lan n in g defen ses 
again st an an ticip ated on slaugh t by North 
Vietn amese-Viet Con g forces th at h av e gobbled up 
th e n orth ern th ree-quarters of South Vietn am in 
th ree weeks again st ligh t resistan ce. 
In n eigh borin g Cambodia, p ressure in creased on 
th e besieged cap ital of Ph n om Pen h . Rebel 
gun n ers h it an ammun ition an d fuel dep ot at th e 
Ph n om Pen h airp ort an d a column of black smoke 
blotted out th e sun ov er th e city . Kh mer Rouge in ­ 
surgen ts laun ch ed assaults on Ph n om Pen h ’s 
wobbly defen ses four miles n orth of th e airp ort, 
but field rep orts said th e defen ders h eld th eir 
p osition s. 
In Wash in gton , con gression al leaders said th ere 
was n o ch an ce of a quick v ote on sup p lemen tal 
military aid to South Vietn am an d Cambodia as 
requested by Presiden t Ford. 
Sen ate Majority Leader Mike Man sfield, 
DK-Mon t., said action h ad been deferred un til 
Friday on legislation to p rov ide aid to Cambodia. 
He added th at th e Democratic Policy Committee 
was op p osed to an y furth er military aid to Cam­ 
bodia but sup p orted allocation of h uman itarian 
assistan ce to Cambodia an d South Vietn am th rough 
in tern ation al or v olun teer agen cies. 


In Lon don , former Californ ia Gov . Ron ald 
Reagan said con gression al failure to ap p rov e im­ 
mediate military aid to South Vietn am is "th e most 
irresp on sible action of th e Con gress of th e Un ited 
States in th e last 100 y ears of our h istory .” 
An armada of U.S. Nav y sh ip s, in cludin g p art of a 
Man n e div ision , is off th e coast of Vietn am in case 
a rap id ev acuation of an estimated 6,000 American s 
in Saigon is ordered.

Confident U.S. 


Las Vegas — President Ford 


ended an eight-day vacation 
Monday urging Americans not to 
give in to self-doubt or paralysis 
of will power. 


Ford's admonition, made in 


an address to the National 
Association of Broadcasters, 
came as Ford and his assistants 
were anticipating difficult days 
ahead in sustaining their foreign 
and domestic policies. 


The President was returning 


to Washington, forced to make a 
thorough re-evaluation of ad- 
ministration policies in In- 
dochina and expecting Congress 
to vote such large appropriations 
over the next few months that he 
and his economic advisers fear 
what Ford called Monday "a dis- 
aster of new inflation." 


It was Ford's own assessment 


of troubles ahead, as sum- 
marized in a series of statements 
made while he golfed in Palm 
Springs, Calif., that gave rise to 
his effort Monday to bolster the 
national morale. 


"There are some who see 


nothing but a grim future of 
depression at home and dis- 
integration abroad," Ford said. 


"I reject that scenario. My vi- 


sion is one of growth and 
development worldwide through 
increasing interdependence of 
nations of the world My vision is 
one of peace. And my vision of 
Americans is of a people who 
will retain their self-respect and 
self-defense so that this vision 
can emerge." 


Yet much of his speech, 


delivered at noon before he flew 
to Washington, and pessimistic 
overtones. On Congressional 
spending Ford said: 


"It now looks as if Congress 


will undertake entire series of 
new spending initiatives despite 
my request for a moratorium. A 


possible deficit of $100 billion is 
projected. That would be a dis- 
aster." 
' Ford, on signing the $23.1 
billion tax cut bill last month, 
said he would draw the line at a 
budget deficit^ more than $60 
billion and he repeated that 
stand in a series of speeches in 
the west last week. 


The President reminded his 


audience that the administration 
had been forced to make "re- 
evaluation of our foreign 
policy." The National Security 
Council will consider Tuesday 
and Wednesday the options that 
are open to the administration in 
the wake of heavy military losses 
by the governments of South 
Vietnam and Cambodia. 


Ford said he could not speak 


in detail of what was involved, 
"But I certainly put high on my 
agenda a firm American com- 
mitment 
to 
provide 


humanitarian aid to the helpless 
civilian victims, including 
orphaned children, of the war in 
Vietnam." 


In Palm Springs, high ad- 


ministration officials have been 
discussing the re-evaluation of 
foreign policy in the context that 
the United States must carry out 
some act somewhere in the 
world to demonstrate its deter- 
mination to continue to be a 
world power. 


Administration officials have 


said repeatedly and publicly that 
Ford is barred by law from the 
use of American force in 
Southeast Asia and that he has 
no such inclination. 


Nevertheless, in private, the 


discussions have revolved 
around the need for a strong 
show of strength on the part of 
the United States, if not in

The Planned Parenthood 
Federation of America estimates 
that almost 900,000 legal abor­ 
tions were performed in the 
United States last year, making 
abortion the most common sur­ 
gical procedure after tonsillec­ 
tomy. The number of abortions 
obtained by Washington 
residents in 1973 probably 
exceeded the number of births, 
according to the Department of 
Human Resources. 
Legal abortions across the 
country have risen by about 53% 
in two vears — from 586 000 in

1972 in 745,000 in 1973, to 900,000 
last year — and most experts 
believe the demand has not yet 
peaked. 
Hospitals Cautious 
Following the coviction of Dr. 
Kenneth C. Edelin for 
manslaughter of a fetus in a legal 
abortion, several hospitals have 
stopped performing abortions 
after the 12th week of pregnan­ 
cy, and others are being very 
cautious. 
Worldwide, according to one 
survey, there may be four legal 
or illegal abortions for every 10 
babies delivered. 
Two years after the Supreme 
Court affirmed a woman’s right 
to an abortion early in pregnan­ 


cy, observers report these 
trends: 
—The abortion-seeking pop­ 
ulation is very nearly a cross- 
section of women of child­ 
bearing age. In Washington, 
more blacks and poor women 
are having abortions. In 
Wheaton, Md., an affluent 
Washington suburb, a pregnancy 
counselor says, “ We’ve seen 
class presidents, the principal’s 
daughter, top-notch A students, 
lawyers’ -and judges’ daughters, 
too.” 
—The clinics report that a con- 
sistant 20% to 25% of their 
patients are of high school age or 
younger. Sex education, in the 
limited form usually available, is 


not curbing unwanted pregnan­ 
cies. Between parents and 
children, communication on sex 
related topics is scant. 
—Abortion has become a big 
and very competitive business. 
The president of the District 
of Columbia Medical Society, 
Dr. William H. Cooper, an 
obstetrician, says he disapproves 
of abortions done on an out­ 
patient basis at clinics. 


Christopher Tietze of the 
Population Council in New 
York, an expert on abortion 
statistics, savs, “ First-trimester 
abortion on a healthy woman is 
just as safe in a clinic as in a 
hospital.” 
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Washington (AP) — Jake 
Jacobsen testified Monday he 
may have made a third $5,000 
payoff to former Treasury 
Secretary John B. Connally but 
that he cannot recall it for sure.

Connally’s defense lawyer, had 
spent the day of cross- 
examination in bringing out 
previous sworn testimony by 
Jacobsen that Connally had not 
accepted the $10,000. 


Williams also asked Jacobsen 
if he denied that he offered to 
give evidence to the Department 
of Justice against former Presi­ 
dent Lyndon B. Johnson to es­ 
cape a fraud investigation.

Defective Pacemakers Implicated 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 


Defective cardiac pacemakers 
have been associated with at 
least 26 deaths of heart patients 
over the last three years, the 
secretary 01 health, education 
and welfare said Monday. 


Eight of the deaths were at- 


tributed 
to 
implanted 


pacemaker failures, Secretary 
Caspar W. Weinberger said, and 
18 other deaths gleaned from 
company files are under in- 
vestigation. 


Weinberger's 11-page letter 


was hand delivered to Sen. 
Abraham Ribicoff, D-Conn., 
chairman of the Senate Govern- 
ment Operations Committee 
who asked for administration 
comment on a recent General 
Accounting Office report. 


Congressional auditors were 


critical of the Food and Drug 
Administration's handling of the 
recall of about 23,000 


pacemakers by General Electric 
Biotronik, Cordis and Vitatron 
since 1972. 


Until now. the FDA, which 


regulates medical devices in- 
cluding pacemakers has placed 
the toll at fewer than 10 deaths. 
An estimated 125,000 Americans 
have surgically implanted 
pacemakers to regulate their 
heart beat. 


Weinberger said all the device 


failures were due to "improper 
design, material or component 
selection, or processing" and 
not, as Ribicoff has charged, to 
the agency's rejection of a 1969 
Navy standard for hermetically 
sealing electronic components. 


"FDA at this time does not 


believe imposition of a standard 
simply to require the hermetic 
sealing of all implanted 
pacemakers is necessary or 
wise." his letter said. 
"Moreover, it could introduce 
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other problems which would 
adversely affect the present utili- 
ty of pacemakers." 


Weinberger said it often is dif- 


ficult to determine whether a 
pacemaker failure resulted in 
death or injury.

Teddy Turns Them On And Off 


A Gallup poll released this weekend 


showed Sen. Henry "Scoop" Jackson 
gaining ground on President Ford, running 
against the President better than two other 
well-known Democrats, Sen. Edmund 
Muskie and Gov. George Wallace. 


The fact that Jackson has made gains 


since last November in narrowing the pop- 
ularity gap between himself and Ford is 
somewhat surprising in light of some of the 
political setbacks he has suffered in the last 
few months — for example, the embarrass- 
ment he suffered in having the Soviets 
reject the U.S.-U.S.S.R. trade agreement 
and his quarrels with labor chief George 
Meany. 


But Jackson is organized and funded 


and working hard. 


We are wondering, however, what a 


sample between Ford and Sen. Edward M. 
Kennedy would show. Or more important, 
what a testing among Democrats only for 
their first preference for presidential 
nominee would show. 


We think it would show, as before, that 


a plurality would prefer Kennedy. And we 
think Democrats in 1976 will beseech 
Kennedy to run for president at a 
deadlocked convention unless he makes it 
even more absolutely understandable that 
he doesn't want to run this next time. 


Kennedy was in his home area last 


weekend and got mobbed by people who 
tugged and poked, yelled and spat and 
threw rocks at his train. They were anti- 
busing people and they have been furious 
with Kennedy because he won't come out 
against busing. 


But we doubt that any other politician 


in that area or in the nation would have 
been treated so emotionally. 


The outpouring of support or hostility 


is more intense when Kennedy is the 
object. That is something he has thought 
about and will continue to think about. 


Last weekend a bunch of dummies in 


the Boston area used busing as an excuse to 
run a man out of his own home town. 


Psychos don't even need that kind of 


an excuse to pull the trigger. 


Selective Gun Control 


The gun control issue continues to 


simmer. U.S. Attorney General Edward 
Levi has come up with a proposal which 
should receive less than enthusiastic sup- 
port from gun control advocates. 


It has merit only because it might save 


some lives. 


What the attorney general suggests is 


that Congress impose tight federal handgun 
controls in urban areas most affected by 
crime, but not in the rest of the country. 
The plan is really so mild that it would not 
require confiscation of the handguns now 
in private hands in those designated areas 
nor would it require registration of 
handguns. It would be aimed at stopping 
the circulation of additional weapons in 
those areas and in penalizing the illegal use 
of the guns. 


So, that would probably mean if 


Congress adopted such a program, a ban on 
additional handguns in such places as 
Detroit, New York City, Chicago, Los 
Angeles, Newark and maybe Denver, but 
maybe not in Omaha or Seattle or Phoenix 
where people still get killed by guns. 


Most any law enforcement officer will 


tell you that gun control would make their 
jobs easier and would prevent people from 
being killed. The easy access to a lethal 
weapon is one of the major factors in 
homicides and gunshot injuries, they will 
tell you. 


Perhaps Levi's diluted approach which 


would apply only in high-crime areas is the 
only kind of gun control legislation which 
Congress will accept. Hopefully he will 
press on with it. Half a loaf is better than 
none. 


Fond Hopes For A New Trend 


The Interior Department reported last 


week that energy consumption in the U.S. 
unexpectedly fell 2.2% in 1974 after clim- 
bing steadily for two decades and the news 
prompted cheers from Interior Secretary 
Rogers Morton. 


"This is the first decrease since 1952," 


Morton said. "I am delighted ... I hope we 
are seeing the start of a new trend." 


Consumption (measured in British 


thermal units) was lower for all energy 
sources except hydropower and nuclear 
power. 


We share Morton's fond hopes for a 


new trend toward decreased energy con- 
sumption. 


But wait a minute! 


"Five things accounted for most of the 


(1974) decrease — the Arab oil embargo, 
higher prices, the economic slowdown, 
successful conservation 
efforts and a 


relatively rnild winter," Morton said. 


Well, if energy consumption fell off 


mainly because the Arabs turned the 
spigots off and the economy went to hell 
and we had, over all, fluky weather, all 
may not be as rosy as the figure would in- 
dicate. That would be a downward trend 
we could do without. 


But if conscientious efforts of a vast 


segment of the population to conserve 
energy was responsibile to a significant 
degree, then there is something to crow 
about.

Tax Return Time 


WASHINGTON - As April 15 


approaches, Americans are 
being enticed by a carrot as well 
as goaded by the customary stick 
to file their federal income tax 
returns on time. In years past, 
fear of retaliation by the Internal 
Revenue Service sufficed to 
keep most taxpayers honest. But 
now, thanks to the emergency 
tax-cut bill recently signed by 
President Ford, they have an ad- 
ditional incentive: rebates of 
from $100 to $200, the first of 
which are expected to be mailed 
in May. 


The rebates were not intended 


as a warm-hearted gesture 
toward the nation's long- 
suffering taxpayers. As Presi- 
dent Ford said in discussing the 
bill on television, they are 
designed "to assist in the 
purchase of new cars, home 
appliances or improvements, 
thus helping businesses and 
workers in areas that have been 
especially hard-hit by the 
recession." 


Taxpayers, however, may well 


decide to use their rebates to pay 
off old bills rather than to incur 
new ones. December, 1974, saw 
a record contraction of $877 
million in outstanding consumer 
debt, and January, 1973, marked 
the third consecutive month in 
which such a reduction oc- 
curred. Never before had con- 


sumer debt fallen for three 
months in a row. 


Another possibility is that 


rebates will end up in banks and 
savings and loan associations to 
beef up depleted savings ac- 
counts. The impulse to save 
usually becomes stronger in time 
of recession, when consumer 
confidence is at a low ebb. The 
Commerce Department reports 
that the personal savings rate 
may have reached a record 10% 
of disposable income in the first 
quarter of 1975. 
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But some measure of con- 


fidence may be returning. Accor- 
ding to a recent Wall Street Jour- 
nal survey of 171 taxpayers in 11 
cities, 46% said they planned to 
spend their rebates outright, 
36% planned to use them to pay 
bills, and 18% said they would 
bank or invest the money.

The Right To Negotiate

There is a minority group in this city which has existed for 


decades and whose situation has been so determined as a 
minority not by race, religion or culture — but by a law in the 
State of Nebraska governing the bargaining rights of public 
employes and professional people. 


This specific minority consisting of the 1,600 teachers in 


Lincoln are tied to a feudal process with little control over vital 
issues involved in the negotiation procedure. To "negotiate" for 
teachers means only those items which the local board of educa- 
tion will allow to be considered. 


Working many months preparing items concerning such

That is an illusion, and we shall 
have to g et over it if we are g oing 
to deal with the problem in its 
true scale. 


There IS an oblig ation to those 
hig h Vietnamese officials most 
closely associated with the 
United States over the y ears, 
whose lives would be at risk if 
Saig on falls. There is also reason 
to bring out children fathered by 
Americans; they mig ht never be 
accepted in Vietnamese society , 


which is as racially conscious as 
most. But the numbers involved 
are modest. 


Even the flig ht of orphans, for 
all the g ood will of the 
Americans involved, is a dubious 
sy mbol. A bitter South Viet­ 
namese army lieutenant said in 
Saig on the other day : “It is nice 
to see y ou Americans taking 
home souvenirs of our country 
as y ou leave — China elephants 
and orphans.” 
In any event, the real problem 


will remain after wha tev er a ir 
evacuations tak e 
pla ce: the 
millions of Vietnamese who a re 
not g oing to leave. 
A few 
dramatized flig hts ca nno t dis­ 
pose of the concern for them. 
(3) We must be prepared to aid 
the helpless wherever they are. 
Whether a child g ets American 
medicine or powdered m itt 
should not depend on where his 
or her family was when the 
Saig on army collapsed. There 
are an estimated one million 
refug ees on the other side of the 
line now, and there may be 
many more in time. Their sur­ 
vival should not rest on our 
politics or pride.

The French g overnment ha s 
already decided to send 
emerg ency aid to both sides in 
South Vietnam. The French con­ 
sul remained in Da Nang when it 
fell, and he is arrang ing to fly 
supplies to the airport there or 
in 
Hue. Planes are also being 
loaded in Denmark with vac­ 
cines, medicine, powdered milk 
and other emerg ency items for 
refug ees who are now on the 
other side of the line. 
American voluntary ag encies 
have said they are ready to 
reopen their offices in the areas 
abandoned by Saig on if 
arrang ements can be made with 
the Provisional Revolutionary 
Government. The P.R.G. has in­ 
dicated that it is ready to accept 
aid personnel from the U.N. 
Children’s Fund and possibly 
other international bodies. It is 
throug h these ag encies that 
relief will have to g o to the other 
side, with all appropriate 
safeg uards. 


Ford has a tremendous oppor­ 
tunity at this moment — a 
chance to beg in repairing this 
country ’s wounds in the act of 
helping to heal Vietnam's. But 
he can do so only if he focuses 
his thoug hts and ours on the 
humanitarian cause, eschewing 
any further attempts to assig n 
blame to Cong ress or to find 
“promises” of military aid to 
Saig on where officials swore to 
Cong ress there were none. 


Americans are ready to unite 
on something in Vietnam at last. 
Their hearts are open. Cong ress 
will surely approve any sy m­ 
pathetic relief prog ram. It is up 
to the President to put politics 
aside and lead us in meeting our 
responsibility to the people of 
South Vietnam.

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The Right To Negotiate

There is a minority g roup in this city which has existed for 
decades and whose situation has been so determined as a 
minority not by race, relig ion or culture — but by a law in the 
State of Nebraska g overning the barg aining rig hts of public 
employ es and professional people. 
This specific minority consisting of the 1,600 teachers in 
Lincoln are tied to a feudal process with little control over vital 
issues involved in the neg otiation procedure. To “neg otiate” for 
teachers means only those items which the local board of educa­ 
tion will allow to be considered. 
Working many months preparing items concerning such 
issues as reduced class size, more curriculum-planning time, 
assaults, sick leave, calendar planning , and the like, teachers are 
disappointed when forced into “closed-door” policies and told 
that such items cannot be neg otiated “at this time.” 
Granted, teachers have come a long way , and, g ranted, 
teachers have such fine benefits as partial Blue Cross pay ments, 
sick leave, professional leave, and a small life insurance policy . 
But what teachers have called for involves more than per­ 
sonalized fring e benefits — benefits for those involved in the 
educational process — the students. The board of education has 
declined to offer reasons for their decisions. As a result, the 
publicity centers on teachers’ demands for hig her salaries and 
salary schedules. Teachers in Lincoln have felt that working 
conditions also pay a vital role in improving the quality of educa­ 
tion. 
Eventually if any school board ig nores the issues that affect 
such working conditions, the teachers will have no recourse but 
to chang e the law in the courts. We support the Lincoln Educa­ 
tion Association in their attempt to pursue avenues which will 
enable all vital issues of education to be included as neg otiable 
items.

WASHINGTON - It’s dif­ 
ficult to determine whether 
Graham Martin, the American 
ambassador to South Vietnam, is 
working for the United States or 
for Gen. Ng uy en Van Thieu’s 
g overnment. 
The ascerbic Martin, whose 
undiplomatic outbursts have 
become leg endary , has been in 
constant hot w ater with 
Cong ress for his staunch defense 
of the Thieu reg ime. 
One of his cables to the State 
D epartm ent, for example, 
sug g ested it would be the 
“heig ht of folly ” to g ive “an 
honest and detailed answer” to 
questions from Sen. Ted 
Kennedy , D-Mass., about foreig n 
aid. 
We have now obtained Mar­ 
tin’s cables on the issue of 
political prisoners. He received 
instructions, which went out to 
embassies around the world, to 
determine whether local leaders 
had been jailed for “political 
purposes.” 
Characteristically , 
Martin 
accepted as g ospel the South 
V ietnam ese g overnm ent’s 
denials that it held any political 
prisoners. Yet the State Depart­ 
ment specifically instructed him 
not to g o to his host g overnment 
for the prisoner information. 


Cabled Martin: “The GVN 
(Government of Vietnam) has 
for over a y ear been the targ et of 
a well coordinated campaig n to 
tar it with the political prisoner 
brush. 
“The central theme, ceaseless­ 
ly repeated in the press and 
other publications circulating in 
the United States and Western 
Europe is that the GVN is 
detaining 200,000 persons solely 
for their opposition to the Thieu 
administration. The charg e is 
not true.” 
How did he know? He had 
asked the Thieu g overnment, 
which had told him so. Con­ 
tinued Martin: 
“The embassy has received 
scores of letters from Members 
of Cong ress, from U.S. citizens 
and from org anizations like 
Amnesty International deman­ 
ding release of alleg ed political 
prisoners. In many cases, the 
correspondents nam e the 
prisoner in question. The em­ 
bassy has checked many of these 
names with the ministry of in­ 
terior. We have y et to find a 
documented case of a ‘political 
prisoner.’ ” 
Yet remarkably , visiting U.S.

lawmakers have succeeded in 
locating several prisoners who 
have been jailed and tortured for 
opposing Thieu. Indeed, Martin 
tried to obstruct the leg islators 
from g etting the truth about the 
prisoners. 
For example, three House 
members — Don Fraser, D- 
Minn., Bella Abzug , D.-N.Y., 
and Millicent Fenwick, R.-N.J., 
— interviewed a prisoner named 
Huy nh Tan Mam who had been 
thrown in the slammer for 
alleg edly conspiring with Com­ 
munists. He had been tortured 
so badly that he had to be hauled 
into court on a stretcher. 


Mam swore to the Americans 
that he was not g uilty of the 
charg es ag ainst him. He had 
been beaten badly , he said, in 
the presence of South Viet­ 
namese officials. As the three 
leg islators started to leave, Mam 
slipped them a letter written in 
blood. 


A F r a s e r aide, Robert 
Boettcher, spoke with a g irl who 
said she had been picked up “at 
random” from a market place 
crowd and had been imprisoned 
for eig ht months. She had been 
accused of being a communist 
and had been tortured. 
Another 
former political 
prisoner told Boettcher he had 
“jabbed with sharp bamboo 
sticks ’ and had been smeared 
with “human excrement” while 
he was penned up. 
During a meeting with Presi­ 
dent Thieu, Cong ressman Fraser 
requested permission to visit the 
18 journalists who were recently 
jailed. He wanted to see them in 
private, he said, without any 
g overnment officials present. 


Thieu hemmed a nd ha wed. 


but Ambassador Martin ag reed 
to make the arrang ements. But 
when Fraser showed at police 
headquarters, he was g iven three 
g round rules: 


1. He was not to discuss con­ 
troversial issues with the 
prisoners; 2. He could ask them 
only for their names, dates of 
birth and state of health; and 3. 
He would be accompanied by 
g overnment officials. 


Fraser was so incensed, accor­ 
ding to ey e witnesses, that he 
“g ot red iri the face” and dis­ 
patched an aide to contact 
Graham Martin. Back came the 
aide with word that Martin 
hadn't even bothered to make 
any arrang ements. 


The Saig on embassy has 
assured the State Department, 
by teleg ram, meanwhile, that 
denunciation of the Thieu 
reg ime in print “ is solid 
evidence that Saig on continues 
to exercise very substantial 
measure of press freedom.”

Could Shift Power

The Legislature passed a little- 


noted bill Monday that experts 
say would shift many 
governmental powers from the 
state Capitol in Lincoln to the 
city halls and county 
courthouses of Nebraska. 


Atty. Gen. Paul Douglas said 


the bill would give local gov- 
ernments almost unlimited au- 
thority to enter into contracts to 
spend tax dollars. 


"It's awful wide sweeping," 


Douglas said. 


Under current laws, cities and 


counties generally can spend 
money only when they act under 
the authority of specific statutes 
passed by the Legislature. 


There are hundreds of Ne- 


braska statutes which limit the 
spending activities of local gov- 
ernments. 


The 14-line bill which passed 


the legislature on a 464) vote 
Monday would supersede many 
of them, Douglas said. 


The bill, LB307, says: "Any 


municipal corporation may con- 
tract with any person to provide 
public services." It defines 
municipal corporations as coun- 
ties, townships, cities or vil- 
lages. 


Douglas said the bill could be 


used by local governments to 
contract to build roads, con- 
struct buildings or almost any- 
thing else. 


A well-placed lobbyist, who 


declined to be identified, said 
cities could use the powers 
granted by the bill to operate or 
subsidize taxi companies or 
possibly to operate truck lines. 


Other sources familiar with 


Nebraska statutes, said the bill 
was very broad. 


The bill, introduced by Sen. 


Richard Marvel of Hastings, was 
designed to allow local 
governmental subdivisions to 
participate in a food for the el- 
derly program called "Meals On 
Wheels." 


Marvel said the language of 


the bill was suggested by the 
backers of the program. 


"I think it probably goes fur- 


ther than they intended," 
Douglas said. "It's a wide 
sweeping bill, there isn't any 
question about it." 


Gov. J. J. Exon has yet to sign 


or veto the measure. 


The power relationships 


changed by the bill go back to 
the founding of the United States 
government. Revolutionary 
governments, formed in the 
states, joined together to form 
the federal government. They 
also drew the statutes governing 
the local governments. 


Although the federal govern- 


ment has gradually become 
more powerful than the states, 
the states have generally kept 
close supervision over activities 
of the local governments.

Tuesday 
Sales Tax 
Scrutiny 
Is Delayed 


The Legislature has delayed 


for one week action on a 
proposal to eliminate the sales 
tax on food. 


The measure, LB340, came up 


for consideration when the 
Legislature reconvened after 
lunch Monday, but Omaha Sen. 
Ernest Chambers, sponsor of the 
bill, asked for the delay because 
not enough senators were pre- 
sent. 


The bill was considered last 


week, but failed to receive 
enough votes for first-round ap- 
proval. 


Speaker Jules Burbach has 


suggested amending the bill to 
provide for an increase in the 
food sales tax credit, rather than 
eliminating the tax. 


Nebraskans currently can 


receive $13 a year as a refund for 
sales tax paid on food. Burbach 
has proposed amending 
Chambers' bill to tie the food 
sales tax credit to the cost of 
living. 


Child Abuse Exemption Held Up

Ambulance Licensing Advanced 


A federally mandated bill to 


provide for licensing of am- 
bulances and certification of am- 
bulance attendants cleared its 
first floor test in the Legislature 
Monday on a 31-3 leap. 


The measure, LB418, drafted 


by the Public Health and 
Welfare Committee, would call 
for regulation by the Depart- 
ment of Health in conjunction 
with a newly created Board of 
Ambulance Advisors. 


The latter body, a 12-member 


board which would include six 
representatives of volunteer am- 
bulance services, would es- 
tablish the rules and regulations 
affecting ambulance service. 


Without such legislation, the 


federal government has 


threatened to withhold a portion 
of Nebraska's federal highway 
funding. 


That threat drew the protest 


of a number of senators. 


"It grates me," Sen. Frank 


Lewis of Bellevue said. 


Sen. Loran Schmit of 


Bellwood predicted that 
volunteer service in rural areas 
will "decrease in quality" as a 
result of the bill. Such regulation 
will lead to "increased restric- 
tions" which will diminish ser- 
vices, he said. 


Sen. Richard Marvel of 


Hastings also criticized the 
federal government's mandate. 
"We've been beaten over the 
head," he said. 


Sen. Thomas Kennedy of New- 


man Grove, chairman of the 
Public Health Committee, said 
he is convinced the bill will "im- 
prove the medical services 
system" in Nebraska without en- 
dangering volunteer systems. 


The volunteers helped redraft 


the proposal to their liking, he 
noted. 


Enactment of the measure 


may produce federal grants 
which would help defray the 
costs of training which may be 
prescribed by the new board, he 
said. 


LB418 does allow a waiver of 


requirements for any communi- 
ty which would endure a 
hardship as a result of the 
application of the new rules and 
regulations. 


Douglas County Rapped | Bills Passed I 
For Delaying Transfer

the Douglas County Board of 
Commissioners for trying to 
delay transfer of Port Omaha 
from the federal government to 
the Metropolitan Technical 
Community College. 


In a letter to the com- 


missioners, the senators said 
they felt the Douglas County 
Board "has acted irresponsibly 
in this matter, and that any 
further delay can only work to 
the disadvantage of the 
taxpayers and citizens of Omaha 
and Douglas County." 


The Metropolitan Technical 


Community College has asked 
the federal government to give it 
the Fort Omaha site for use as a 
second campus. The Douglas 
County Board suggested any 


decision by the federal govern- 
ment should be delayed. 


"Your actions could very well 


place in jeopardy the future of 
the technical college programs 
in Douglas County," the letter 
said. "By seeking a delay at this 
time, you place in jeopardy 
legislative appropriations 
necessary for renovation of the 
facility and initiation of 
programs at the Fort Omaha 
site." 


The letter asks the board to 


withdraw its request for a delay 
and cooperate with the college, 
the Legislature and "all other 
political and civic leaders" in ob- 
taining Fort Omaha. 


The fort was declared surplus 


property by the federal govern- 
ment after a Naval Reserve 
training center there was closed.

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'Ve ry Bro a d ' Bill

The Legislature passed a little- 
noted bill Monday that experts 
say 
would 
shift 
many 
governmental powers from the 
state Capitol in Lincoln to the 
c ity 
halls 
and 
county 
courthouses of Nebraska. 
Atty. Gen. Paul Douglas said 
the bill would give local gov­ 
ernments almost unlimited au­ 
thority to enter into contracts to 
spend tax dollars. 
“ It’s awful wide sweeping,” 
Douglas said. 
Under current laws, cities and 
counties generally can spend 
money only when they act under 
the authority of specific statutes 
passed by the Legislature. 


There are hundreds of Ne­ 
braska statutes which limit the 
spending activities of local gov­ 
ernments. 
The 14-line bill which passed 
the legislature on a 46-0 vote 
Monday would supersede many 
of them, Douglas said. 


The bill, LB307, says: “ Any 
municipal corporation may con­ 
tract with any person to provide 
public services.” It defines 
municipal corporations as coun­ 
ties, townships, cities or vil­ 
lages. 
Douglas said the bill could be 
used by local governments to 
contract to build roads, con­ 
struct buildings or almost any­ 
thing else. 


A well-placed lobbyist, who 
declined to be identified, said 
cities could use the powers 
granted by the bill to operate or 
subsidize taxi companies or 
possibly to operate truck lines. 
Other sources familiar with 
Nebraska statutes, said the bill 
was very broad. 
The bill, introduced by Sen. 
Richard Marvel of Hastings, was 
designed to allow local 
governmental subdivisions to 
participate in a food for the el­ 
derly program called “ Meals On 
Wheels.” 
Marvel said the language of 
the bill was suggested by the 
backers of the program. 


“I think it probably goes fur­ 
ther than they intended,” 
Douglas said. “ It’s a wide 
sweeping bill, there isn’t any 
question about it.” 
Gov. J. J. Exon has yet to sign 
or veto the measure. 


The 
power 
relationships 
changed by the bill go back to 
the founding of the United States 
government. 
Revolutionary 
governments, formed in the 
states, joined together to form 
the federal government. They 
also drew the statutes governing 
the local governments. 
Although the federal govern­ 
ment has gradually become 
more powerful than the states, 
the states have generally kept 
close supervision over activities 
of the local governments.

Sales Tax 
Scrutiny 
Is Delay ed 


The Legislature has delayed 
for one week action on a 
proposal to eliminate the sales 
tax on food. 
The measure, LB340, came up 
for consideration when the 
Legislature reconvened after 
lunch Monday, but Omaha Sen. 
Ernest Chambers, sponsor of the 
bill, asked for the delay because 
not enough senators were pre­ 
sent. 
The bill was considered last 
week, but failed to receive 
enough votes for first-round ap­ 
proval. 
Speaker Jules Burbach has 
suggested amending the bill to 
provide for an increase in the 
food sales tax credit, rather than 
eliminating the tax. 
Nebraskans currently can 
receive $13 a year as a refund for 
sales tax paid on food. Burbach 
has proposed amending 
Chambers’ bill to tie the food 
sales tax credit to the cost of 
living. 


Ch ild Ab u se Exe mp tio n He ld Up

The Legislature voted Monday 
to allow parents to deny medical 
treatment to their children on 
religious grounds. 
But the bill was amended to 
require that substitute religious 
healing methods to be approved 
by the State Department of 
Helath. And the bill was held up 
until senators could receive a 
written opinion from the at­ 
torney general on the con­ 
stitutionality of the measure. 
Sen. Ernest Chambers of 
Omaha made an unsuccessful 
motion to strike a section of a 
bill that exempts parents who 
treat their children through 
prayer alone from child abuse 
prosecutions. 
The Legislature, voting 23-21, 


was two votes short of the 
number needed to strike the sec­ 
tion, which is known as the 
Christian Science amendment. 
The amendment is attached to 
LB20, which is awaiting 
preliminary approval by the 
Legislature. The bill would 
require coordination between 
social workers and police in 
child abuse cases. 
The amendment which makes 
religious healing methods sub­ 
ject to approval by the Depart­ 
ment of Health was offered by 
Omaha Sen. John Cavanaugh. It 
was approved on a vote of 25-14. 
Sen. Shirley Marsh of Lincoln 
opposed Chambers’ motion to 
strike the Christian Science 
amendment. However, she said 
she would help Chambers 


remove the amendment if she 
obtained a written opinion from 
the attorney general indicating 
that the amendment was un­ 
constitutional. 
She said she obtained a verbal 
opinion Monday indicating the 
amendment may violate the 
provisions of the Nebraska 
Constitution mandating separa­ 
tion of church and state. 
She said she was sure she 
could get the votes to remove 
the amendment if the attorney 
general deemed it un­ 
constitutional.

Ambulance Licens ing Adv anced 


A federally mandated bill to 
provide for licensing of am­ 
bulances and certification of am­ 
bulance attendants cleared its 
first floor test in the Legislature 
Monday on a 31-3 leap. 
The measure, LB418, drafted 
by the Public Health and 
Welfare Committee, would call 
for regulation by the Depart­ 
ment of Health in conjunction 
with a newly created Board of 
Ambulance Advisors. 
The latter body, a 12*member 
board which would include six 
representatives of volunteer am­ 
bulance services, would es­ 
tablish the rules and regulations 
affecting ambulance service. 
Without such legislation, the 
federal government has 


threatened to withhold a portion 
of Nebraska’s federal highway 
funding. 
That threat drew the protest 
of a number of senators. 
“ It grates me,” Sen. Frank 
Lewis of Bellevue said. 
Sen. Loran Schm it of 
Bellwood 
predicted that 
volunteer service in rural areas 
will “decrease in quality” as a 
result of the bill. Such regulation 
will lead to “increased restric­ 
tions” which will diminish ser­ 
vices, he said. 
Sen. Richard Marvel of 
Hastings also criticized the 
federal government’s mandate. 
“We’ve been beaten over the 
head,” he said. 
Sen. Thomas Kennedy of New- 


man Grove, chairman of the 
Public Health Committee, said 
he is convinced the bill will “im­ 
prove the medical services 
system” in Nebraska without en­ 
dangering volunteer systems. 
The volunteers helped redraft 
the proposal to their liking, he 
noted. 
Enactment of the measure 
may produce federal grants 
which would help defray the 
costs of training which may be 
prescribed by the new board, he 
said. 
LB418 does allow a waiver of 
requirements for any communi­ 
ty which would endure a 
hardship as a result of the 
application of the new rules and 
regulations.

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'Mighty Thin Dike' Worries State Officials

Top state officials are considering action 


to protect several hundred homes in Sarpy 
County threatened as the Platte River 
erodes "a mighty thin dike." 


In recent days, Gov. J. James Exon, 


Dep. Adj. Gen. Burl Johnson and Natural 
Resources Director Dayle Williamson have 
inspected the dike built by some unknown 
party using spoil from a gravel pit. 


The development is Hansen's Lake, near 


Plattsmouth and directly across the river 
from the controversial Buccaneer Bay 
development. 


River Low Now 


The situation is not too critical at the mo- 


ment, according to officials, because the 
Platte River is at a low stage. 


But Williamson said so far this spring the 


river has eaten away three feet of dike. 


"If they get high water, there could be 


some problems," Williamson said. 


Exon is expected to release a report 


Tuesday n >ming detailing the situation 
and possible corrective action. 


Corps Can't Help 


The Army Corps of Engineers reportedly 


could not repair the dike, since it is not 
federal property. The state might be able 
to use the governor's $1 million emergency 
fund to repair the dike. 


Thus far, Lt. Col. Johnson said officials 


have not been able to pin down respon- 


sibility for the dike, "if you can call it a 
dike." 


Reportedly, Hansen's Lake includes 


"some really fine homes," not all of which 
would be threatened by flooding if the dike 
was breached. Some of the homes are said 
to be in the 170,000 price bracket. 


Report Promised 


Johnson said he would submit a report to 


Exon on the situation. The Corps of 
Engineers has supplied technical assistance 
in efforts to assess the dike's condition, and 
Natural Resource Commission teams have 
done field surveys to determine elevations. 


Neighboring Buccaneer Bay drew some 


protests from Hansen's Lake residents 
when it built a causeway out into the river. 


They feared the project could lead to 
flooding on their side of the river. 


However, county officials could not act 


because Buccaneer Bay is located on the 
Cass County side of the river, while 
Hansen's Lake is on the Sarpy County side. 


Williamson said the problem with the 


dike is caused by a change in the river's 
course. 


Asked if Buccaneer Bay might be a fac- 


tor, Williamson said it is difficult to tell, 
but he said it could have some effect. 


Johnson said he does not know if Buc- 


caneer Bay is responsible. 


"You hear a lot of things from the people 


who live around there," he said.

NCLU Favors Changes

The Nebraska Civil Liberties 


Union Monday stated its support 
for an amended version of 
proposed legislation which 
would rewrite the state's sexual 
assault laws and repeal the 
sodomy law involving consenting 
adults.

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'Mig h ty Thin Dike ' Wo rrie s Sta te Officia ls

Top state officials are considering action 
to protect several hundred homes in Sarpy 
County threatened as the Platte River 
erodes “a mighty thin dike.” 
In recent days, Gov. J. James Exon, 
Dep. Adj. Gen. Burl Johnson and Natural 
Resources Director Dayle Williamson have 
inspected the dike built by some unknown 
party using spoil from a gravel pit. 
The development is Hansen’s Lake, near 
Plattsmouth and directly across the river 
from the controversial Buccaneer Bay 
development. 
River Low Now 
The situation is not too critical at the mo­ 


ment, according to officials, because the 
Platte River is at a low stage. 
But Williamson said so far this spring the 
river has eaten away three feet of dike. 
‘‘If they get high water, there could be 
some problems,” Williamson said. 
Exon is expected to release a report 
Tuesday n )ming detailing the situation 
and possible corrective action. 
Corps Can’t Help 
The Army Corps of Engineers reportedly 
could not repair the dike, since it is not 
federal property. The state might be able 
to use the governor’s $1 million emergency 
fund to repair the dike. 
Thus far, Lt. Col. Johnson said officials 
have not been able to pin down respon­ 


sibility for the dike, “ if you can call it a 
dike.” 
Reportedly, Hansen’s Lake includes 
“some really fine homes,” not all of which 
would be threatened by flooding if the dike 
was breached. Some of the homes are said 
to be in the $70,000 price bracket. 
Report Promised 
Johnson said he would submit a report to 
Exon on the situation. The Corps of 
Engineers has supplied technical assistance 
in efforts to assess the dike’s condition, and 
Natural Resource Commission teams have 
done field surveys to determine elevations. 
Neighboring Buccaneer Bay drew some 
protests from Hansen’s Lake residents 
when it built a causeway out into the river. 


They feared the project could lead to 
flooding on their side of the river. 
However, county officials could not act 
because Buccaneer Bay is located on the 
Cass County side of the river, while 
Hansen’s Lake is on the Sarpy County side. 


Williamson said the problem with the 
dike is caused by a change in the river’s 
course. 
Asked if Buccaneer Bay might be a fac­ 
tor, Williamson said it is difficult to tell, 
but he said it could have some effect. 
Johnson said he does not know if Buc­ 
caneer Bay is responsible. 
“You hear a lot of things from the people 
who live around there,” he said.

The Nebraska Civil Liberties 
Union Monday stated its support 
for an amended version of 
proposed legislation which 
would rewrite the state’s sexual 
assault laws and repeal the 
sodomy law involving consenting 
adults. 
“ The fundamental right of in­ 
dividual privacy, free from 
government regulations, extends 
to the private sexual conduct of 
consenting adults,” NCLU Presi­ 
dent James Cole said. 
“The judgment of such con­ 
duct is the province of con­ 


science and religion. It is not a 
matter of law or social 
regulation.” 
Sodomy laws are not enforced 
uniformly, and lead to “harrass- 
ment of persons who engage in 
nontypical sexual behavior.” in­ 
cluding homosexuals, he said. 
“ The NCLU supports 
decriminalization of victimless 
crimes with emphasis on proper 
use of li mi ted law enforcement 
resources on crimes against per­ 
son and property." Cole said. 
The bill rewriting sexual 
assault laws is LB23.

President Ford is very likely.

Curtis accused the FPC of ac-

FPC was the only agency that 
would side with Sierra Club in 
the matter," he said.

Agriculture Department hearing 
Monday drew no serious opposi- 
tion to a proposal requiring 
livestock purchasers to file a 
bond insuring their financial 
ability to pay sellers.

to file a surety bond of "not less 
than the next multiple of $5,000 
above the average amount of all 
purchases of slaughter livestock 
from Nebraska residents during 
a period equivalent to two 
business days..." 


The Agriculture Department 


regulation is similar to a bill now 
in the Unicameral, LB544. The 


precautionary measures are 
being taken in response to 
January revelations that 
American Beef Packers, Inc., 
had declared limited bankruptcy 
and that many cattle feeders 
were holding rubber checks. 


State Agriculture Director 


Glenn Kreuscher said national 
legislation on the issue is likely, 
but may take several years to im- 
plement. 


Kreuscher said all comments 


received by his office on the bon- 
ding proposal have been 
favorable. 


He said the department would 


accept comments on the 
proposals for two weeks and 
then act to implement the rules 
and regulations if LB544 has not 
already been passed.

Select Nursing Home With Care 1

What things do you consider when looking for a 


new home? Is there adequate room to accom- 
modate your family? fa there a school nearby or 
handy bus service? Is there a large fenced-in yard 
for small children or pets? Is the location in a good 
neighborhood? What is the actual physical condi- 
tion of the house? The list is seemingly endless. 


Needless to say, few people would move into a 


new place of residence sight unseen. 


The old folks should have equal treatment. 
They shouldn't be dumped in a new residential 


environment before some down-to-earth questions 
are answered. 


'Innate Fear* 


"Everybody has an innate fear of nursing 


homes," said registered nurse Mrs. Teri Wike of 
the Lincoln General Hospital Discharge Planning 
Service. "They kind of think of them as the old 
county poorhouse." 


"But we in Lincoln are very fortunate, because 


of the quality nursing homes we have here," 
observed Mrs. Irma Gary, R.N., also with the ser- 
vice. 


Deciding whether or not to place old folks in a 


nursing home is a traumatic one for many families. 


The decision is just the beginning, however. 


After that, the family, with the oldsters' consent, 
then must set out to find the right one for the par- 
ticular individual who will call that place "home." 


Phoning Inadequate 


A telephone survey of nursing homes and their 


facilities is not enough. 


"The directors of nursing homes in Lincoln say 


that they establish a better rapport with those who 
come out and look around than with those who just 
call," Mrs. Cary said. "In fact, most directors en- 
courage people to visit the home." 


John Wiederspan, of the Lincoln Information 


Service for the Elderly (LIFE), agreed. "I don't 
know of a director in Lincoln who would object to 
people looking around," he said. 


Not all nursing homes provide the same types 


cf care, Wiederspan explained, so you can make 
your job easier by first determining the needs of 
the person for whom the home is being selected. 


Ask Family Doctor 


Your family physician should be able to assist 


you in deciding what facilities — skilled nursing, 
residential or intermediate care — are needed. 


"A doctor is always a good resource person 


when selecting a nursing home," Mrs. Cary said. 


When visiting the various homes, the first thing 


to look for is the nursing home license, which, in 
most cases, will be prominently displayed. If it 
isn't, don't hesitate to ask to see it, Wiederspan 
said. 


"If the physical plant itself looks good, odds 


are that the place is good," he added. 


But don't let an older building scare you off —

it doesn't necessarily indicate poor quality, Mrs. 
Cary cautioned. 


'Simple Surroundings' 


"Some older people are more comfortable in 


simple surroundings," she said. 


Above all, don't be afraid to ask questions and 


explore the grounds and buildings, the three said. 


When visiting the nursing homes, Mrs. Cary 


said, "People should let their noses lead them. Of 
course, it won't smell like a spring garden at 8 or 10 
in the morning, when the residents are being 
bathed and the facility is being cleaned. 


"But later in the day, it shouldn't have a real 


unpleasant smell. 


Visitors Encouraged 


"Most of the nursing homes have open visiting 


hours and usually the staff really encourages 
visitors," she pointed out. 


People should ask if the person "being moved 


to the nursing home will be given (physical) 
therapy," she said, "and ask to see where it will be 
given." 


Other things to look for are handrails for those 


who have difficulty walking, grab rails in bathtubs 
and lifting mechanisms for those who cannot get in 
or out of a bathtub without assistance, laundry 
facilities and recreational equipment and activities. 


"The rooms should be spacious enough so that 


the resident can bring some personal items from 
home, such as a chair or pictures," Mrs. Wike said. 
"They feel more at home that way." 


"Most administrators don't object to showing 


you the kitchen, and you might even want to visit at 
mealtime to see what is served." 


"The main thing to remember when placing 


someone in a nursing home is to be honest," she 
added, "and if a person can make a choice himself, 
he should." 


"A person should go into a nursing home with 


the idea that, after a trial period, if they aren't hap- 
py, changes can still be made," Mrs. Cary added. 
"But it's not fair to the nursing home to remove a 
resident after only three or four days. 


Transition Period 


"It takes at least two weeks to get to know the 


resident and get him into a routine." 


Although persons are allowed to remain in

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Illinois Looking Into Possibility 
Of Recycling Used Motor Oil 


(c) World News-McGraw Hill 
Chicago — Your local com- 


munity probably has a recycling 
center for newspaper and beer 
cans. So why not a recycling 
center for motor oil, too? State 
officials in Illinois think it makes 
enough sense to give it a try. 


The idea is to encourage peo- 


ple who buy their motor oil at 
mass merchandisers like Sears 
or K-Mart to empty their used 
oil at a recycling center. The oil 
then can be collected and re- 
refined by a private firm, Motor 
Oils Refining Co. of Lyons, 111., 
and ready for re-use. 


According to the American 


Petroleum Institute, between 35 
and 40% of all auto lubricating 
oil is purchased at mass 
merchandisers and discount 
stores by people who change 
their own oil. But less than 25% 
of this oil is recovered. 
(Recovery rates for industrial 
and aviation oils are usually 
much higher.) Most of the oil 
ends up either in the backyard, a 
service station, a public dump or 
a storm sewer. While many ser- 
vice stations recycle their oil, 
many do not welcome dumping 
by motorists. 


So the Illinois Energy Coor- 


dinator's Office hopes to per- 
suade people who buy their own 
motor oil — generally a fairly 
affluent, intelligent group of 
people, surveys indicate — to 
deposit their used oil in a 
recycling center. The Energy 
Coordinator's Office is talking 
with Illinois communities in the 
metropolitan Chicago area, 
hoping to persuade three of 
them to support the project by 
providing a central location and 
publiciang the need and later 
evaluating the project's success. 
Costs of collection will be borne 
by Motor Oils Refining Co, a 


subsidiary of Swift Chemical Co. 


The proposed recycling 


centers are part of a broader 
program in Illinois which is 
designed to encourage re- 
refining. The program would in- 
clude legislation to establish 
minimum performance stan- 
dards for oil that has been 
reprocessed. 
The legislation 


would also eliminate labeling 
laws which distinguish between 
products using re-processed oil 
and those using virgin oil, as long 
as the oil meets certain perfor- 
mance standards. The state 
would also take other steps to 
encourage re-refining, such as 
recommending that state agen- 
cies use re-refined lubricants 


where possible. 


E. Wayne Bahr, a member of 


the Energy Coordinator's Office, 
believes that if 90% of all auto, 
aviation, and industrial oils were 
recovered, and 85% of this oil re- 
refined, then 50% of the nation's 
requirements of such oils could 
be provided from re-refined oils. 


"In the disposable society of 


today, it is sheer waste and 
stupidity to take the best of 
anything, use it once and then 
dispose of it, just because it 
becomes dirty," Bahr said. 
"More particularly so, when you 
are disposing of a vital natural 
resource which is increasingly 
expensive and in even shorter 
supply."

What things do y ou consider when looking for a 
new home? Is there adequ ate room to accom­ 
modate y ou r family ? Is there a school nearby or 
handy bu s serv ice? Is there a large fenced-in y ard 
for small children or pets? Is the location in a good 
neighborhood? What is the actu al phy sical condi­ 
tion of the hou se? The list is seemingly endless. 
Needless to say , few people wou ld mov e into a 
new place of residence sight u nseen. 
The old folks shou ld hav e equ al treatment. 
They shou ldn’t be du mped in a new residential 
env ironment before some down-to-earth qu estions 
are answered. 
'Innate Fear’ 
“Ev ery body has an innate fear of nu rsing 
homes,” said registered nu rse Mrs. Teri Wike of 
the Lincoln General Hospital Discharge Planning 
Serv ice. “They kind of think of them as the old 
cou nty poorhou se.” 
“Bu t we in Lincoln are v ery fortu nate, becau se 
of the qu ality nu rsing homes we hav e here,” 
observ ed Mrs. Irma Cary , R.N., also with the ser­ 
v ice. 
Deciding whether or not to place old folks in a 
nu rsing home is a trau matic one for many families. 
The decision is ju st the beginning, howev er. 
After that, the family , with the oldsters’ consent, 
then mu st set ou t to find the right one for the par­ 
ticu lar indiv idu al who will call that place “home.” 
Phoning Inadequ ate 
A telephone su rv ey of nu rsing homes and their 
facilities is not enou gh. 
“The directors of nu rsing homes in Lincoln say 
that they establish a better rapport with those who 
come ou t and look arou nd than with those who ju st 
call," Mrs. Cary said. “In fact, most directors en­ 
cou rage people to v isit the home.” 
John Wiederspan, of the Lincoln Information 
Serv ice for the Elderly (LIFE), agreed. “I don’t 
know of a director in Lincoln who wou ld object to 
people looking arou nd,” he said. 
Not all nu rsing homes prov ide the same ty pes 
of care, Wiederspan ex plained, so y ou can make 
y ou r job easier by first determining the needs of 
the person for whom the home is being selected. 
Ask Family Doctor 
You r family phy sician shou ld be able to assist 
y ou in deciding what facilities — skilled nu rsing, 
residential or intermediate care — are needed. 
“A doctor is alway s a good resou rce person 
when selecting a nu rsing home,” Mrs. Cary said. 


When v isiting the v ariou s homes, the first thing 
to look for is the nu rsing home license, which, in 
most cases, will be prominently display ed. If it 
isn’t, don’t hesitate to ask to see it, Wiederspan 
said. 
“If the phy sical plant itself looks good, odds 
are that the place is good,’’ he added. 
Bu t don’t let an older bu ilding scare y ou off — 


it doesn’t necessarily indicate poor qu ality , Mrs. 
Cary cau tioned. 
'Simple Su rrou ndings’ 
“Some older people are more comfortable in 
simple su rrou ndings,” she said. 
Abov e all, don’t be afraid to ask qu estions and 
ex plore the grou nds and bu ildings, the three said. 


When v isiting the nu rsing homes, Mrs. Cary 
said, “People shou ld let their noses lead them. Of 
cou rse, it won’t smell like a spring garden at 8 or 10 
in the morning, when the residents are being 
bathed and the facility is being cleaned, 
“Bu t later in the day , it shou ldn’t hav e a real 
u npleasant smell. 
Visitors Encou raged 
“Most of the nu rsing homes hav e open v isiting 
hou rs and u su ally the staff really encou rages 
v isitors,” she pointed ou t. 


People shou ld ask if the person “being mov ed 
to the nu rsing home will be giv en (phy sical) 
therapy ,” she said, “and ask to see where it will be 
giv en.” 
Other things to look for are handrails for those 
who hav e difficu lty walking, grab rails in bathtu bs 
and lifting mechanisms for those who cannot get in 
or ou t of a bathtu b withou t assistance, lau ndry 
facilities and recreational equ ipment and activ ities. 


“The rooms shou ld be spaciou s enou gh so that 
the resident can bring some personal items from 
home, su ch as a chair or pictu res,” Mrs. Wike said. 
“They feel more at home that way .” 
“Most administrators don’t object to showing 
y ou the kitchen, and y ou might ev en want to v isit at 
mealtime to see what is serv ed.” 
"The main thing to remember when placing 
someone in a nu rsing home is to be honest,” she 
added, “and if a person can make a choice himself, 
he shou ld.” 
“A person shou ld go into a nu rsing home with 
the idea that, after a trial period, if they aren’t hap­ 
py , changes can still be made,” Mrs. Cary added.

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Illinois Looking Into Pos s ibility 
Of Re cycling Use d Motor Oil

Chicago — You r local com­ 
mu nity probably has a recy cling 
center for newspaper and beer 
cans. So why not a recy cling 
center for motor oil, too? State 
officials in Illinois think it makes 
enou gh sense to giv e it a try . 


The idea is to encou rage peo­ 
ple who bu y their motor oil at 
mass merchandisers like Sears 
or K-Mart to empty their u sed 
oil at a recy cling center. The oil 
then can be collected and re­ 
refined by a priv ate firm, Motor 
Oils Refining Co. of Ly ons, 111., 
and ready for re-u se. 
According to the American 
Petroleu m Institu te, between 35 
and 40% of all au to lu bricating 
oil is pu rc h a se d at m ass 
merchandisers 
and 
discou nt 
stores by people who change 
their own oil. Bu t less than 25% 
of th is oil is re c ov e re d . 
(Recov ery rates for indu strial 
and av iation oils are u su ally 
mu ch higher.) Most of the oil 
ends u p either in the backy ard, a 
serv ice station, a pu blic du mp or 
a storm sewer. While many ser­ 
v ice stations recy cle their oil, 
many do not welcome du mping 
by motorists. 
So the Illinois Energy Coor­ 
dinator’s Office hopes to per­ 
su ade people who bu y their own 
motor oil — generally a fairly 
afflu ent, intelligent grou p of 
people, su rv ey s indicate — to 
deposit their u sed oil in a 
recy cling center. The Energy 
Coordinator’s Office is talking 
with Illinois commu nities in the 
m etropolitan Chicago area, 
hoping to persu ade three of 
them to su pport the project by 
prov iding a central location and 
pu blicizing the need and later 
ev alu ating the project's su ccess. 
Costs of collection will be borne 
by Motor Oils Refining Co., a 


su bsidiary of Swift Chemical Co. 
The proposed rec y cling 
centers are part of a broader 
program in Illinois which is 
designed 
to encou rage re­ 
refining. The program wou ld in­ 
clu de legislation to establish 
minimu m perform ance stan­ 
dards for oil that has been 
reprocessed. 
The legislation 
wou ld also eliminate labeling 
laws which distingu ish between 
produ cts u sing re-processed oil 
and those u sing v irgin oil, as long 
as the oil meets certain perfor­ 
m ance standards. The state 
wou ld also take other steps to 
encou rage re-refining, su ch as 
recommending that state agen­ 
cies u se re-refined lu bricants 


where possible. 
E. Way ne Bahr. a member of 
the Energy Coordinator's Office, 
believ es that if 9 0% of all au to, 
av iation, and indu strial oils were 
recov ered, and 8 5% of this oil re­ 
refined, then 50% of the nation's 
requ irements of su ch oils cou ld 
be prov ided from re-refined oils. 
“In the disposable society of 
today , it is sheer waste and 
stu pidity to take the best of 
any thing, u se it once and then 
dispose of it, ju st becau se it 
becomes dirty ,” 
Bahr said. 
“More particu larly so. when y ou 
are disposing of a v ital natu ral 
resou rce which is increasingly 
ex pensiv e and in ev en shorter 
su pply .”

The New York Knicks,

The Knicks feel they are play ing 
better now than in qu ite a while. 


“We really play ed like the Knicks of 
old,” said gu ard Walt Frazier after 
Su nday ’s 103-95 v ictory ov er Bu ffalo. 
That win, cou pled with Clev eland’s 95- 
94 loss to Kansas City -Omaha, pu t the 
Knicks in the play offs as the Eastern 
Conference wildcard team. 
“The ball was zinging arou nd and 
we were really mov ing,” Frazier said. 
“We fou nd the open man. In fact, 


we'v e been play ing v ery well for the 
past few weeks.” 
“It was a good feeling play ing 
together,” added forward Phil 
Jackson. “I think we were a closer 
u nit ov er the last 15 games than at any 
time since the 1969-70 championship 
season. We had to be.” 
The Rockets, meanwhile, are in the 
play offs for the first time since the 
franchise was mov ed from San Diego 
to Hou ston in 1971. They beat ou t 
Clev eland by one game for second 
place in the Central Div ision.

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NEW YORK (AP) — Julius 
Erving of the New York Nets 
and George McGinnis of the In­ 
diana Pacers, two hometown 
boys who made good in a big 
way, have been named co-win­ 
ners of the American Basketball 
Association’s 1975 Most Valuable 
Player award, the league an­ 
nounced Monday. 
In balloting by sports writers 
and broadcasters, three from 
each of the league’s 10 cities, Er­ 
ving and McGinnis received 11 
votes apiece, giving the ABA the 
first co-MVPs in the league’s 
eight years and the first in pro 
basketball history. Denver’s 
Mack Calvin drew six votes and 
teammate Bobby Jones received 
the remaining two. 
It’s the second consecutive 
year Erving, 25, has captured the 
M VP award. A native of 
Roosevelt, N.Y., which is only a 
short distance from the Nets’ 
Nassau Coliseum, the 6-foot-7 
Erving finished second—to 
McGinnis—in scoring and was 
also among the ABA leaders in 
rebounding, three-point goals, 
assists, blocked shots and steals. 


“ I consider it a great honor to 
again be selected, and to share 
the MVP award with a player 
the caliber of George,” said Er­ 
ving, who is in his fourth pro 
season and his second with the 
Nets. 
McGinnis’ career bears a re­ 
markable parallel to Erving’s. 
Like Dr. J., he is in his fourth 
pro season after leaving college 
while still an undergraduate. 
Like Erving, he is a big forward 
with spectacular moves and 
tremendous power under the 
boards. And like Erving, he has 


become a superstar in his 
hometown. 
The 6-foot-8 McGinnis, a prep 
star in football as well as bas­ 
ketball, left Indiana University 
after his sophomore year to sign 
with the Indiana Pacers. He 
broke into the starting lineup 
midway through his rookie 
season and helped the Pacers to 
the 1972 ABA championship. 
This year, 
the club went 
through a rebuilding process 
w hich 
fo cu se d 
around 
McGinnis, and he responded 
with his best season. 
He captured the league scor­ 
ing championship with an aver­ 
age of 29.8 points per game. He 
also finished second in steals, 
third in assists, fourth in three- 
point goal percentage and fifth 
in rebounding. 
‘‘I ’m very happy and quite 


honored to be selected,” said 
McGinnis. “ Julius has been 
there before, but it’s the first 
time for me. As an individual, 
it’s the top honor a player in my 
profession can earn.” , 
Previous winners of the MVP 
award, besides Erving, were 
Connie Hawkins of Pittsburgh, 
1968; Mel Daniels of Indiana, 
1969 and 1971; Spencer Hay­ 
wood of Denver, 1970; Artis Gil­ 
more of Kentucky, 1972 and Bil­ 
ly Cunningham of Carolina, 1973. 


Nets Coach Kevin Loughery 
said late in the season that if his 
own star, Erving, was not the 
league’s MVP, then McGinnis 
was definitely a logical choice. 


“Julius does so much for us 
day in and day out, I don’t see 
how any player can possibly help 
a team more,” Loughery said.

Game and Parks Commission of- 
ficials say a federal probe has 
found that large numbers of 
migratory waterfowl are being 
killed in the oil well sludge pits 
across the western part of the 
state. 


The first discovery of dying 


waterfowl was made at an oil 
well site in Frontier County, 
north of McCook 


Officials visited the site, 


owned by a Texas-based firm, 
and found the bodies of 39 dead 
ducks still floating in the thick 
sludge 


A live duck was observed in 


the pit, but by the time it was 
rescued, it also died 


Subsequent 
investigations 


have revealed similar situations 
throughout the southwestern 
portion of the state 


Officials say the open sludge 


pits appear to be pot holes to the 
migrating ducks, and some 
decide to set down for a rest 


Once down, they seldom fly 


again The become trapped as 
the thick oil completely coats the 
feathers

The first discovery of dy ing 
waterfowl was made at an oil 
well site in Frontier County , 
north of McCook. 
Officials 
visited 
the site, 
owned by a Tex as-based firm, 
and found the bodies of 39 dead 
ducks still floating in the thick 
sludg e. 
A live duck was observed in 
the pit, but by the time it was 
rescued, it also died. 
Subseq uent 
investig ations 
have revealed similar situations 
throug hout the southwestern 
portion of the state 
Officials say the open sludg e 
pits appear to be pot holes to the 
m ig rating ducks, and some 
decide to set down for a rest. 
Once down, they seldom fly 
ag ain. The become trapped as 
the thick oil completely coats the 
feathers.

And filling two hours of radio 


time with all-talk (news, 
weather, sports and commen- 
tary) requires sound judgment as 
well as deft fingers. 


Despite the jump from tossing 


together a five-minute, hourly 
newscast, to accounting for 
every second from 4 to 6 p.m. 
every day, broadcast journalism 
students at KRNU-FM Radio 
are "super-enthusiastic" about 
the new demanding format, says 
Dr 
Larry Walklin, station 


general manager 


It is "at least as sophisticated 


as any university operation in 
the Midwest." said Prof. 
Walkkn. head of the journalism 
school broadcasting division at 
the University of Nebraska- 
Lincoln. 


Intellectual Challenge 


And it offers students "poten- 


tially more of an intellectual 
challenge than they could find 
anyplace" in radio broadcast 
news courses, he said. 


That means it takes more than 


a np 'ri reader to handle the 
expanded format, because the 35 
advanced broadcast students are 
on live, 10 watts beaming their 
voices 15 to 20 miles from 180 
feet atop UNL's Oldfather Hall 
at 12th and U. 


A rip TI' reader rips stories 


from the wire service machines 
and when he reads them, you 
and he both hear them for the 
first time. A time-honored radio 
news crutch, it works in a pinch. 


But when today's J-school 


students graduate and walk into 
a radio newsroom, they've got to 
be more than good sight-readers.

Investigated By Officials 


Omaha (AP) - Conservation 


officials have expressed concern 
over the deaths of five bald 
eagles in the Tekamah area 


Dick Elston, conservation of- 


ficer for the Nebraska Game and 
Parks Commission, said he had 
recovered four of the eagles, two 
March 29 and the last two Satur- 
day. 


He said the five deaths were 


within two miles of each other in 
the Tekamah area. 


Cause of death in the first two 


eagles has been diagnosed as 
poison by the Henry Doorly Zoo 
in Omaha, where there is a 
rehabilitation program for sick 


and injured eagles. 


Ed Bosak of Omaha, special 


agent for the U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service, said an autopsy 
on the first two birds was per- 
formed Monday at the Patuxent 
Eagle Research Laboratory at 
Laurel, Md. 


He said he expects to have 


results of the autopsies late this 
week, and will know then the 
type of poison that caused the 
deaths 


Elston said there are an es- 


timated 100 bald eagles in the . 
area, including the DeSoto 
Wildlife Refuge where 70 of the 
birds were counted last week.

New Home Buyers 
Getting Tax Break 


By JANE BRYANT QUINN 
New York — Anyone ready to 


buy a bouse has just had the 
special-interest tax break of the 
year stuffed into his wallet. The 
objective is to bail out the 
bankers and the builders who 
are carrying an expensive inven- 
tory of some 400,000 unsold new 
nouses. The method is to give 
buyers a 5% tax credit on the 
purchase price, up to a 
maximum credit of $2,000. 


This applies to new houses, 


mobile homes, condominiums 
and cooperatives under con- 
struction before March 26 of this 
year, and with the purchase 
made or agreed to between 
March 13 and Dec. 31, 1975. As 
long as you enter into a binding 
contract before the end of the 
year, you have until January 1, 
1977, to close on the mortgage 
and take possession. 


You can also use the credit for 


a house you're building yourself. 
Construction had to begin before 
March 13. Only that portion of 
the cost incurred after that date 
can be counted. For example, if 
you're putting up a $50,000 house 
and spent $20,000 before March 
13, you have to figure the 5% tax 
credit on the remaining $30,000. 


"Under construction," in- 


cidentally, means that the 
footings have been poured. If 
there's just a hole in the ground, 
you don't quality. 


Better Than Deduction 


A tax credit is generally worth 


a lot more than a tax deduction, 
because it is subtracted dollar 
for dollar from your tax bill. In 
other words, if you owed the 
government $4,000 in taxes next 
April, a $2,000 tax credit would 
cut your bill in half. 


K it works properly, the tax 


credit should reduce the cost of a 
new house by 5% (up to $2,000). 


But you'll have to shop in- 
telligently to get the right price. 
Although many builders will 
play it straight, others may take 
the opportunity presented by the 
buying interest to raise prices. 


Congress wrote a provision 


into the law that's supposed to 
prevent prices being hiked by 
the amount of the tax credit. 
When you buy, the seller has to 
give you a document to attach to 
your tax return, swearing that 
the house is new, was under con- 
struction before March 26 and 
was never on the market before 
at a lower price. If it turns out 
that the price was raised, you 
can sue for triple the overcharge, 
plus attorney's fees. 


Protect Yourself 


But there are alwavs a few 


sellers willing to weasel a little. 
Here's how to protect yourself, 
according to Irving Price, a real 
estate agent in Hudson, N.Y.: 


(1) Don't buy carelessly just 


because you have a tax credit 
coming. A seller might imply 
that there's no sense in your 
offering less than list price since 
you'll get $2,000 off, anyway. But 
insist on driving the same 
bargain you would if there were 
no tax credit. Otherwise you're 
just giving the refund to the 
builder, in the form of a higher 
price. 


(2) Ask to see previous ads, or 


previous brokers' listings, that 
confirm the price hasn't been 
raised. If the seller's assurances 
are false you could loss your tax 


credit — and even if you sued 
him successfully he might not 
have the assets to pay off a judg- 
ment. 


(3) Some builders will add 


extras to their houses, such as 
carpeting and another coat of 
paint, and use this as an excuse 
to raise pnces. The law does not 
prohibit this. So it might be wise 
to buy now, before this can 
happen. 


(4) Have your lawyer (or 


broker) add to the contract that 
the seller warrants the house 
will qualify for the tax credit 
when you take it next year. The 
law already gives you the right to 
sue, but this gives you extra 
protection — and it may give the 
seller some pause. 


(5) If your problem isn't price 


but downpayment, you may be 
able to use the credit as 
collateral for a loan. If you 
expect the credit to come in the 
form of a tax refund, ask the 
seller to take a second mortgage 
for the amount of the credit, 
payable on or before July 31, 
1976 (by which time your refund 
should have arrived). Or you 
may be able to raise a personal 
loan from the bank, paying only 
interest during the year and the 
collateral when you get your 
check from the IRS. Or perhaps 
the bank will add an extra 
amount to your mortgage, 
payable when the refund arrives. 


If you can get a fair price on a 


house, this tax credit will repre- 
sent an enormous saving But it's 
hardly in the spirit of making the 
tax system fairer.

42.69. 


Big Board Volume, at 13.86 


million shares, was the tightest 
since Jan. 20, when 13.45 million 
changed hands. 


Losers overshadowed gainers 


1,015 to 378 among the 1,796 
issues traded on the NYSE. 


Analysts said a primary con- 


cern on investors' minds 
appeared to be the future course 
of interest rates. 


Long-term rates in the bond 


market bounced upward last 
week, at the same time that the 
bank prime lending rate and 
open-market short term rates 
were showing signs of leveling 
off after several moths of 
decline. 


With federal borrowing needs 


estimated at $80 billion for the 
rest of the year, brokers noted, 
there was some concern that in- 
terest rates might be forced into 
a new upsurge by fierce competi- 
tion among borrowers for 
money. 


Analysts said the situation in 


South Vietnam and wariness 
over expected poor first quarter 
reamings also contributed to the 
market's weakness and lethargy. 


On the other hand, Wall

New York — Anyone ready to 
buy a house has just had the 
spedal-interest tax break of the 
year stuffed into his wallet. The 
objective is to bail out the 
bakers and the builders who 
are carrying an expensive inven­ 
tory of some 400,000 unsold new 
houses. The method is to give 
buyers a 5% tax credit on the 
purchase price, up to a 
maximum credit of $2,000. 
This applies to new houses, 
mobile homes, condominiums 
and cooperatives under con­ 
struction before March 26 of this 
year, and with the purchase 
made or agreed to between 
March 13 and Dec. 31, 1975. As 
long as you enter into a binding 
contract before the end of the 
year, you have until January 1, 
1977, to close on the mortgage 
and take possession. 
You can also use the credit for 
a house you’re building yourself. 
Construction had to begin before 
March 13. Only that portion of 
the cost incurred after that date 
can be counted. For example, if 
you’re putting up a $50,000 house 
and spent $20,000 before March 
13, you have to figure the 5% tax 
credit on the remaining $30,000. 
“ Under construction,’’ in­ 
cidentally, means that the 
footings ^ve been poured. If 
there’s just a hole in the ground, 
you don’t quality. 
Better Iban Deduction 
A tax credit is generally worth 
a lot more than a tax deduction, 
because it is subtracted dollar 
for dollar from your tax bill. In 
other words, if you owed the 
government $4,000 in taxes next 
April, a $2,000 tax credit would 
cut your bUl in half. 
If it works properly, the tax 
credit should reduce the cost of a 
new house by 5% (up to $2,000).

But you’ll have to shop in­ 
telligently to get the right price. 
Although many builders will 
play it straight, others may take 
the opportunity presented by the 
buying interest to raise prices. 
Congress wrote a provision 
into the law that’s supposed to 
prevent prices being hiked by 
the amount of the tax credit. 
When you buy, the seller has to 
give you a document to attach to 
your tax return, swearing that 
the house is new, was under con­ 
struction before March 26 and 
was never on the market before 
at a lower price. If it turns out 
that the price was raised, you 
can sue for triple the overcharge, 
plus attorney’s fees. 
Protect Yourself 
But there are always a few 
sellers willing to weasel a little. 
Here’s how to protect yourself, 
according to Irving Price, a real 
estate agent in Hudson, N.Y.: 
(1) Don’t buy carelessly just 
because you have a tax credit 
coming. A seller might imply 
that there’s no sense in your 
offering less than list price since 
you’ll get $2,000 off anyway. But 
insist on driving the same 
bargain you would if there were 
no tax credit. Otherwise you’re 
just giving the refund to the 
builder, in the form of a higher 
price. 
(2) Ask to see previous ads, or 
previous brokers’ listings, that 
confirm the price hasn’t been 
raised. If the seller’s assurances 
are false you could lose your tax

(3) Some builders will add 
extras to their houses, such as 
carpeting and another coat of 
paint, and use this as an excuse 
to raise prices. The law does not 
prohibit this. So it might be wise 
to buy now, before this can 
happen. 


(4) Have your lawyer (or 
broker) add to the contract that 
the seller warrants the house 
will qualify for the tax credit 
when you take it next year. The 
law already gives you the right to 
sue, but this gives you extra 
protection — and it may give the 
seller some pause. 


(5) If your problem isn’t price 
but dowTipayment, you may be 
able to use the credit as 
collateral for a loan. If you 
expect the credit to come in the 
form of a tax refund, ask the 
seller to take a second mortgage 
for the amount of the credit, 
payable on or before July 31, 
1976 (by which time your refund 
should have arrived). Or you 
may be able to raise a personal 
loan from the bank, paying only 
interest during the year and the 
collateral when you get your 
check from the IR S. Or perhaps 
the bank will add an extra 
amount to your mortgage, 
payable when the refund arrives. 
If you can get a fair price on a 
house, this tax credit will repre­ 
sent an enormous saving. But it’s 
hardly in the spirit of making the 
tax system fairer. Your purchase 
is being subsidized up to $2,000 
by Americans who don’t need, or 
can’t afford, houses of their own.

New York (AP) — The stock 
market, held in check by con­ 
tinuing doubts over interest rate 
prospects, recorded its sixth 
straight loss Monday in the se­ 
cond quietest session of the year. 
The Dow Jones average of 30 
industrials slipped 4.38 to 742.88 
on the heels of a 23-point loss 
last week. 
Standard & Poor’s 500-stock 
index dropped .53 to 80.35, and 
the New York Stock Exchange 
composite of more than 1,500 
common stocks was down .29 at 
42.69. 
Big Board Volume, at 13.86 
million shares, was the lightest 
since Jan. 20, when 13.45 million 
changed hands. 
Losers overshadowed gainers 
1,015 to 378 among the 1,796 
issues traded on the NYSE. 
Analysts said a primary con­ 
cern on investors’ minds 
appeared to be the future course 
of interest rates. 
Long-term rates in the bond 
market bounced upward last 
week, at the same time that the 
bank prime lending rate and 
open-market short term rates 
were showing signs of leveling 
off after several moths of 
decline. 
With federal borrowing needs 
estimated at $80 billion for the 
rest of the year, brokers noted, 
there was some concern that in­ 
terest rates might be forced into 
a new upsurge by fierce competi­ 
tion among borrowers for 
money. 
Analysts said the situation in 
South Vietnam and wariness 
over expected poor first quarter 
reamings also contributed to the 
market’s weakness and lethargy.

Contracts 
Awarded 


Contracts have been awarded 


that will complete major 
building improvements planned 
at the Nebraska State 
Fairgrounds for the 1975 State 
Fair. Still to come, probably 
within a month, is a contract for 
major street and road im- 
provements which will be com- 
pleted before the fair opens Aug. 
29 for 10 days. 


N. D. Judds Construction Co. 


of Lincoln was the successful 
low bidder of six companies 
seeking the contract to create an 
open-air restaurant out of the 
former fairgrounds bus depot, 
used in recent years for the FFA 
Children's Barnyard. 


Construction costs for the con- 


version were estimated at $17,- 
428. The Fair Board also decided 
to purchase equipment from 
another fairgrounds dining facili- 
ty to equip the new cafe, and 
maintenance crews will plant 
evergreens and vines. 


Fair Manager Henry Brandt 


said plans for the Children's Bar- 
nyard are indefinite, but he 
expects the attraction to be con- 
tinued in a different location. 


Hendricks Sodding and 


Landscaping Co. of Lincoln, with 
a bid of $8,210 the lowest of four 
submitted, received the contract 
for tree planting and landscaping 
along Antelope Creek through 
the fairgrounds, and along the 
south bank of Salt Creek 
bordering the new parking lot 
west of N. 14th St. 


The Fair Board's share of the 


landscaping will be $2,971, with 
the Lower Platte South Natural 
Resources District picking up 
the remainder. The NRD, Fair 
Board and University of 
Nebraska-Lincoln cooperated on 
the project to stabilize the banks 
of Antelope Creek through the 
fairgrounds and past the UNL 
Fieldhouse. The university's 
portion of the landscaping will 
be accomplished under a 
separate contract. 
*

He said all forms collected in 


the counties will be gathered 
together and taken to 
Washington to be presented as 
evidence of support for the farm 
price supports bill currently in 
Congress. 


One of the farmers at the 


meeting said, "Everybody thinks 
we're dumb enough to produce 
all we can, and if we do we'll be 
as dumb as they think we are!"

Fanners feel that if they an 


cut their grain production by 
20% prices will rise enough to 
make their business more 
profitable.

The current farm bill in 


Congress sets a floor of $1.87 per 
bushel for corn.

Corn No. 3 
yellow sold at $2.70 a bushel in 
Lincoln Monday.

77-Yeor-O/c/ Sues 
In 23-Year Lockup 


A 77-year-old man has filed a 


suit in U.S. District Court 
seeking $2 million in damages 
for 23 years of confinement in 
the Lincoln Regional Center. 


The suit was filed by Carl 


Jackson against the center, its 
last six directors, its past two 
directors of "security areas" and 
others who held those offices in 
the past but whose names are 
not known. 


Jackson was released from the 


center on March 29, 1973. He 
earlier told his story to The Lin- 
coln Star. 


The suit contends that Jackson 


"was caused to forego forever 
the opportunity to fully develop 
his talent, realize his ambition 
and develop as a useful citizen in 
a supposedly free society." 


According to the suit, Jackson 


was transferred to the regional 
center from the Nebraska 
Penitentiary on Feb. 18, 1950. 


Twenty years later, on Dec. 22, 


1970, the suit states, Jackson was 
brought before the Lancaster 
County Board of Mental Health 
and committed. 


On the date of his original 


transfer to the regional center, 
the suit states, the director of 
the regional center received a 
letter stating Jackson was to be 
discharged from his prison 
sentence the next day, Feb. 19. 


Earlier that month in 1950, the 


suit states, the Prison Sanity 
Commission had found Jackson 
to be mentally ill and a fit sub- 
ject for observation and treat- 
ment at the State Hospital, as 
the regional center was then 
called. 


Nebraska Gov. Val Petersen 


then signed an order transferring 
Jackson to the regional center, 
followed by a vote to the now- 
nonexistent Board of Control to 
transfer Jackson. 


The suit contends that Jackson 


should have been released when 
his original prison sentence 
expired.
